Ap- 
prehending his death,. he ſent for the Nobles 
of the Jews upon pain of deathto come to him, 
ſku: them up in the Hippodrome, and command- 


ed his Siſter Salome and his brother Alenas, that. 


at his death the Soldiers ſhould kill chem, that 
ſo he' might not die without Lamentation; but 
Salome and Alenas diſcharged them, and ſent 
them home &nhurt, Six daies before he died 
he cauſed his Son Antipater to be ſlain. He 
raigned after the Romans appointed him Kings 
thirty and ſeven years. He died after Chriſts 
birth one year and lived ſixty, andlefc his King- 
dom to Arcbelaw, | :
